America Are All Ex- 
tremists and Great Majority 
Oppose Present Ruling Class in 
Nation They Left. 


MINORITY APPROVES OF 
TROOP’S ACTIONS. 


“A Republic Is Sure to Follow 
This Outbreak,” Says Emma 
Goldman, Barred From New 
York Meeting. 


Kpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4—Loyal Russians 
are scarce in this city. They make up in 
loyalty, however, what they lack in num- 
bers. On the other hand there are many 
thousands here who have fled from Russia 
and their elation at things in St. Peters- 
ubrg almost reaches the point of frenzy. 
Some of them had a wild and exciting 
jubilation meeting in Clinton Hall last 
night. 

From these two branches of the Russian 
people widely differing opinions can be got 
aplenty. For instance, Nicholas Borisoff, 
a leader among the loyalists, said: 

“It was a riot, not a revolution We 
feel that the action of the troops is firing 
was perfectly justified. When there was a 
trolley strike in Brooklyn a few years ago 
the troops fired on the peop'’e, and they 
were only destroying property. In St. 
Petersburg the mob was capturing mili- 
tary officers as they passed peacefully 
through the atreets.’’ = 

Dr. Ch. Schidlowsky is one of the leaders 
of the revolutionary movement. For three 
months he has been in America stirring 
the sympathies of the Russians here. ‘“‘The 
revolution has begun in deadly earnest,’’ 
said Dr. Schidiowsky. “It can have but 
one ending. It is triumph or death. The 
doom of the Romanoffs has been sounded. 
We all believe that the throne will crum- 
ble and that out of the ruins of the op- 
pressed empire will come a government 
for the people, instead of a government for 
the nobility.”’ 


“Right That Will Conquer.” 


The Liev. Dr. Joseph Silverman of Tem- 
ple manuel, the most prominent represen- 
tative of the wealthy Hebrews in the city, 
waid today: 

“Russia is reaping what she has sown. 
The revolution is the natural expression 
of an oppressed humanity; it represents 
that ‘the voice of the people’ has de- 
manded that it be heard. Surely that voice 
is ‘the voite of God.’ We should not be 
too prone to form an early opinion con- 
cerning the events in Russia. If we will 
te patient we shall see that it is the right 
that will conquer.”’ 

It was from the people in Clinton Hall, 
however, that the shouts of greatest joy 
came. Their mighty chorus of ‘“‘Dubinush- 
xa’ fairly shook the place. The audience 
had been summoned for a meeting of the 
Russian Socialist revolutionary society, at 
Which Dr. Schidlowsky would deliver his 
first message to the Russians in the United 
Btates. 

Men and women became almost hysteri- 
cal under the fiery address calling for sup- 
port for their countrymen in what was 
cCalied the crucial hour in the fight for Lib- 
arty. It was the first. of mass meetings 
Which will be held throughout the (United 
Btates t© spread the propaganda of re 
lution among Russians. 

The audience cheered and shouted them- 
selves hoarse when Simon Pollock’ an- 
nounced that advices had been received 
from Russia stating that Poland, Finland 
and the entire Caucasus would rise simul- 
tancously and join in the revolution. 


A Republic, Says Emma Goldman. 

That good old standby in time of excite- 
ment, Emma Goldman, the anarchist talk- 
er, did not reach the meeting. uHndreds 
of policemen were in or about the hall and 
their orders were to not let Emma become 
Seal happy. She says awfully wila things 
when she gets going, and though this is not 
Russia, free speech is interpreted by New 
York men to suit themselves when Emma 
is about. 

But to a Post-Dispatch reporter today she 
said: 

“Even if worst comes to worst and the 
Russian revolutionists are subdued, au- 
tocracy can never again thrive in Russia. 
After such a revolt as we have had, the 
Czar's power will necessarily be weakened.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—‘‘Whether 
it be a protracted run or but the 
violence of a few days, it will be 
for Japan's cause,”" said S. Uchida, 
the Japanese consul-general, vester- 
day regarding the Russian disturb- 
ance.

Talked With Him 


The strongest, the cruelest, the most im- 


perious man in Russia today is the Grand 


Duke Vladimir, eldest uncle of the Czar. 
On him in this emergency depends, to a 
great extent, the fate of monarchy. He 
put down the uprising of Sunday with an 
iron hand that reeked with the blood of 
slaughtered people. He seeks to save the 
throne because he wants to occupy it him- 
self. 

From one who knows him, who saw him 
daily for a month at a time, and who has 
had long ta’ks with him, the following 
deseription comes: 

“The orchestra at a German health re- 
sort was giving a summer night's concert 
in the open air. There were rows of un- 
comfortable little iron chairs in front of 
the band stand towards which the people 
sauntered after dinner. A man sat down 
in front of me, crossed one leg over the 
other and turned sideways, putting his 
arm on the back of the chair to find a com- 
fortable position. He was smoking a cigar 
—a very poor cigar, I know, from the odor 
of the smoke. He held it awkwardly be- 
tween his thumb and first finger, like a 
countryman. He _ turned his head and 
looked me over from head to foot, with a 
cold steely stare, as if to penetrate my 
identity. His countenance did not move 
a muscle. I noticed that his eyelids even 
dia not wink for minutes at a time. His 
was a face of iron, betokening a dom .nat- 
ing, imperious, fearless character, He was 
the Grand Duke Viadimir. 


He was accompanied only by one aide-de- 
camp, a young major of the guards, but 
wore any kind of uniform or deco-

‘Two weeks later I had an audience with 
the grand duke. 

“When I entered in the wake of the 
aide, Viadimir was scribbling a note at a 
little desk. He jumped up and put out his 
hand. ‘How do you do? he said, in very 
good English. ‘Glad to see you. Sit down.’ 

“Ee drew his chair close to mine. The 
aide left the room and we started to talk 
about Russian affairs and politics. It was 
easy to recognize the imperiousness of the 
man in his sharp, clear-cut sentences. His 
eyes never shifted about, but looked you 
through and through. His teeth sometimes 
chopped off his words as incisively as does 
President Roosevelt, although there was 
none of the President's energetic manner 
about him. His bearded face was shaven 
at the chin, exposing 4 tenacious, iron jaw 
that denoted his strength of character. 

“Ete talked with surprising frankness, 
revealing that he strongly favored the ex- 
ransion of Russia into Manchuria and the 
far Bast. That policy which has led to 
the war with Japan has been ascribed to 
Vladimir, and I know he vigorously urged 
it on the government. 

“T asked him whether it was true that 
the Czar was kept in ignorance of many 
things that went on in Russia, and especial. 
ly in connection with the people's demand 
for greater freedom. His reply was a sneer 
at persons who were foolish enough to be- 
lieve such reports. The rulers of Russia, 
he said, knew what was best for the peo- 
the masses were not fitted yet to 
control themselves. 

“IT spoke of a conversation I had had 
with a Russian official, who told me that 
the people could only be allowed to ad- 
vance a step at a time, because to give 
them too much freedom would be to turn 
their heads and ruin the country. Viadl- 
mir expressed his agreement with the state- 
ment. 

“If Viadimir has a free hand the revolu- 
tion will be crushed with an tron hand, if 
Russia runs with blood.”

An effort will be made by St. [ouls 
Physicians to induce Gov.

scription of a licensed physician or den- 
tist, which prescription should be filled 
only once. 

Senator McIndoe has asked for a public 
hearing on the bill, and several St. Louis 
Physicians will attend to plead in its 
favor. After appearing before the 9 m- 
mittee the physicians will call upon Gov. 
Yolk to solicit his co-operation in sup- 
pressing the cocaine evil.

PAVE 42 ALLEYS 


Brick Pavements to Be Laid at 
Cost of $2 a Foot to Prop- 
erty Owners. 


Street Commissioner Charles Varrelmann 
introduced a biN in the Board of Public 
Improvements Tuesday providing for the 
construction of 4 new brick pavements in 
alleys in various parts of the city. These 
alleys average in cost about §2 per foot 
to the property owners on each side. 

The street commissioner has learned that 
the Laclede Gaslight Co. intends to begin 
work in the spring renewing between 250 
and 300 miles of gas mains: throughout the 
city. Many of the old gas mains have 
been down 30 or 40 years. 

The street commissioner has decided not 
to allow granite to be covered with as- 
phalt hereafter. Several granite streets 
have been re-surfaced with asphalt and 


the plan has not been satisfactory. The 
granite blocks are not placed together 
solid enough to held an asphalt surface. 
The gtreet commissioner contends that as- 
phalt should have a concrete foundation. 

Most of the present granite streets were 
laid over 30 years ago. The street depart- 
ment is paving South Broadway from E!- 
wood street to the River Des Peres, in 
Carondelt, with granite. A bill is pending 
for the reconstruction of Natural Bridge 
road, west of Jefferson, with the same 
material. Manchester avenue and Gravols 
road also have been paved with granite 
recently,

Slight Physical Ailments and Mo- 
rose Disposition . Attributed 
as Cause of Tragedy.

The haunting memory of a “hard look”, 
given her by a woman of 3 drove Etta 
Thomasson, aged 19, to try to kill her- 
self, she says. 

She still thinks of the look as she lies 
on her cot at the City Hospftal, closely 
guarded by her gentile and timid mother, 
recovering from the effects of the carbolic 
acid she swallowed Sunday night in the 
presence of Albert Scott in front of 2143 
Clark avenue, and she is not sure whether 
she wants to get well or not. 

It was two months ago that her rival 
for the affections of Scott gave her the 
look which she cannot forget. 

Theso two had been rivals for many 
months before that. Scott had transferred 
his affffections from the woman of 30 to 
the shrinking child who retained her coun- 
try ways. 

To emphasize his change of heart, Scott 
discontinued boarding at the home of.the 
other woman and she removed from 1514 
South Third street, next door to the home 
of Miss Thomasson and her mother. 

But the woman who had been discarded 
came back often to find out whether Scott 
was calling on the girl. She had threat- 
ened that she would kill any woman who 
thwarted her love, and Miss Thomasson 
and her mother, both naturally timid, were 
in terror of her. 

If a stealthy footstep was heard in the 
hallway they knew that the woman was 
watching and listening and they quaked 
with fear.
